“A plan to fight the proposed 
increase in student fees was 
outlined by Executive Treasurer 


_ tu Ann Rinn in a speech to the 


Student Senate Thursday night. 

Rinn: told the senate -they 
should concentrate their efforts 
in two major areas: research 
and lobbying.

Although the proposed stu- 


dent fee increase issue lies 
relatively dormant this particu- 
lar week, we will attempt a brief 
overview of our feelings on the 
subject, wading through the 
sluggishness of the student 
senate, the apathy of the se- 
nate’s constituents, and the 
questionable, highly irregular 
tactics of the administration in 
attempting to force this down 
students’ throats. 


The student center, quite 


simply, is in financial trouble. 


This trouble was targely 
brought on by gross misman- 
agement of the food service,by 
the administration coupled with 
a strange rating of priorities 
(showing an overt fondness for 
downtown). But forget that. The 
trouble, in the form of a sab- 
stantial deficit ($100,000 plus) is 
there. To offset the deficit, 
student center director Donald 
Skeahan proposes raising 
full-time student fees $12 and 
part-time student fees $6. Vice’ 
Chancellor Ronald Beer in- 
tends to ask for regent ap- 
proval of this ludicrous plan 
“unless, an alternative” can be’ 
discovered. 

Figured in that deficit, being 
used as the excuse to hike 
student fees, is $30,000 for an 
accountant and .clerk for the 
student center. Why? Because 
Skeahan has had difficulty in 
obtaining financial reports on 
the student center from the 
business and finance office. 

Brilliant. Why not? Surely, if

Stunned by the audacity of the 
attack, we must. nonetheless 
see what can be done about it. 

The student senate has or- 
ganized into special commit- 
tees, with thé goal of producing 
enought information so as to 
present a reasonable alternative 
— a-plan that would not raise 
student fees, but.would still halt 
the student center from its red- 
ink plunge. 

Even though. we're cynical 
about the senate’s ability to 


‘produce anything, we applaud 


this .initial effort and hope it 
leads to that magical solution.

What the senate is not aware 
of, apparently, is the fact that 
the proposed increase would 
bring in around $150,000 in 
extra revenue. Does the senate 
really expect the administrators 
are going to ‘give that up, no 
matter how intelligent an altern- 
ative proposal the senate comes 
up with? : 

Therefore, we 
suggest that the student 
government, in the name of the

A portion of a faculty salary 
and tenure report University 
President D. B. Varner called 
“as phony as a three dollar bill” 
was supplied by an ‘official in 
the University Systems office, 
the Gateway has learned. 

The report, released at the 
Board of Regents meeting Oct. 
10 by Regent Robert Prokop, 
showed faculty compensation 
(salaries and fringe benefits) at 
the university's Lincoln campus 
to be third best in the Big Eight 
conference. !t has been Varn- 


er’s contention that salaries at - 


UNL are in the bottom half of 
the Big Eight. 

Prokop told the Gateway that 
a portion of his presentation 
was lifted directly from a report. 
published by the American 
Association of University Pro- 
fessors (AAUP), while other 
portions — including tenure 


data and the third place ranking . 


— were drawn from other “uni- 
versity sources.” 

NU Coordinator for Person- 
nel Operations and Employee 
Relations Richard Noonan said 
he provided the AAUP with the 
compensation figures for UNL. 

In an interview Friday, Varner 
said the tenure data and the 
ranking of UNL as third in 
compensation were his primary 
reascns for terming the Prokop 
repurt a “phony.” He said he 
understood Prokop’s_ entire 
report to be AAUP information. 

Also contacted on Friday, 
Noonan said that Prokop may 
have mis-copied some salary 
data for lowa State University. 
Noonan said, however, the data 
he supplied the AAUP was 
correctly reported and acknow- 
ledged that, when compared 
with other Big Eight schools 
using the AAUP figures (includ- 
ing corrected data for Jowa 
State), UNL ranks either third or 
fourth in each of the four 
compensation catagories. They 
are professor, associate pro- 
fessor, assistant professor and 
instructor. | 

The AAUP gave no cumula- 
tive rankings. 


Noonan said he has lig 


said, “I’m not sure of our exact 


ranking, but | know it's below 
fourth.” 


Friday, Varner said, “Any data 


that shows we rank third is as 
phony as a three dollar bill.” 
Informed that the third-place 
ranking was not the AAUP's and 


that acompilation of AAUP data - 


shows UNL fourth in two comp- 
ensation catagories, third in 
one and tied for third in another, 
Varner said he would stand by 
his original statement — that 
UNL is in the bottom half of the 
Big Eight in faculty pay. 
Varner said some figures he is 
“more confident of” were re- 
leased recently by the American 
Association of Universities 
(AAU). According to Varner, 
they show UNL must raise its 
faculty pay at least 12 per cent 
to bring it to the level of the 


other four Big Eight universities 


in the Big Eight — Kansas, 
Colorado, lowa State and Mis- 
souri.

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Number Two 
Voted Out? 


A plan to replace the Student 
Body Vice President with an 
“Administrative Assistant” will 
be included in the revised 
student government constitu- 
tion to be presented at the 
senate meeting Thursday night. 

lf the change wins the appro- 
val of the senate it will be on the 
October ballot. 

Student Body Vice President 
Julie Morehead is recommend- 
ing the change. According to 
her proposal, candidates for 
Student Body President will run 
on their own and the winner will 
choose the Administrative As- 
sistant subject to two-thirds 
senate approval. 

Morehead said the assistant 
“would serve the same func- 
tion as the Vice President,” but 
would not have a vote on the 
senate and would not assume 
office if the Presidency was 
vacated. If the student body 
president should vacate his 
office, Morehead said the Sen-~ 
ate Speaker would assume 
office until a special student 
body election could be held. 

lf the senate and students 
approve the change, Morehead 
said “future student body Presi- 
dents would be free to choose 
someone he (or she) could work 
with.” 

She said that candidates 
would not have to “choose a 
running mate instead of a Vice 
President” adding presidents 
would be inclined to nominate 
someone on his ability. 

Asked if she thought the 
Administrative Assistant should 
be paid with student fees de- 
spite the fact it would be a non- 
elected post, 
responded yes, pointing out 
the assistant “would be ap- 
proved by the senate.” She 
added “other people are paid 
out of student fees that aren't 
elected.” 

Morehead said “the only 
other way you can handle it 
would be to pay the assistant 
out of the president’s salary,” 
which would be increased ac- 
cordingly.

| grabbed at the chance to do 
a personal interview with Le- 
onard Nimoy. Being a Star Trek 
fan from ‘way back, {| was ready 
and willing to get anywhere 
near the human manifestation 
of one of my fictional idols. 

Being also a friend of SPO 
Speaker Chairman Jon Collins, 
| was able to buttin on the trip to 
the airport. On the way Thurs- 
day afternoon, | reviewed the 
situation. 

Beside his three years as Mr. 
Spock on Star Trek and his two 
years on Mission: Impossible, 
Leonard Nimoy has appeared in 
more than 100 guest roles on 
television and many Broadway 
and off-Broadway stage shows. 

All that Nimoy’s managing 
bureau had told us was that he 
didn't want a press conference 
before the talk. We would have 
to play it by ear. 

Nimoy’s arrival time was 
supposed to be a secret. But at 
the airport | imagined a Trekkie 
lurking behind, every piece of 
luggage, waiting to meet the 
Man. 

However, the secret had been 
well kept. Except for one radio 
reporter no one joined us. When 
the doors opened only four 

Sweaty-palmed students were 
waiting. 

“There he is, there he is!” 

“No, that’s not him!” 

‘If that’s him he's really 
changed. | knew he was a 
master of disguise, but...” 

“It’s not him, | tell you!” 

. The last from me, because my 
stomach .was making milk- 
shaxes out of the Coke | had at 
lunch and my heart was going, 
as they say, like a triphammer. | 

All this may sound a little 
ridiculous to. non-Star Trek 
fans. But’substitute any fiction- 
al character you’ve been deeply 
involved with and try to imagine 
meeting him — or her — in 
person. Perhaps you'll catch a 
little of my feelings. 

“ The Star Trek characters 
were strong personalities, be- 
lievable people that one could 
imagine getting to know and 
like. And Mr. Spock was by all 


criteria the most individual of - 


them all. 

Coupled with these thoughts 
was the realization that we were 
meeting a well-known star. In 
Star Trek’s heyday Leonard 
Nimoy received 10,000 pieces 
of mail a week from fans. What 
would he be like? 

Weil, I'd find out soon encugh 
because here he came now, 
dressed In a jean outfit and 
wearing big black sunglasses. 

Jon Collins bravely stepped, 
forward and intercepted him, 


introducing himself and the rest 
of us quickly. We moved away 
from the crowd. 

The radio man moved up 
alongside us fike a piranna fish 
and asked Nimoy for a few 
words on UFO’s. The two of 
them, guarded watchfully by 
SPO Vice-President Steve 
Kirshenbaum, sat in some iso- 
lated chairs while Jon and | 
went for the luggage. 

The ride to the hotel was 
quiet, very quiet. | tried to make 
conversation. 

“Did anyone recognize you 
on the plane?” 

“Always.” 

Hmm. That didn’t seem a 
profitable line of talk. The ride 
up Dodge was void of interest 
except for Mutual of Omaha. | 
lapsed into silence. 

Jon explained the arrange- 
ment at the Music Hall and 
Nimoy added his requirements: 


‘house lights half on and water at 


the podium. Then he asked 
about UNO. 

By this time we were actually 
passing the campus and Jon 
pointed out various buildings. A 
few minutes later we reached 
the hotel. 

“Is there anything planned 
that { don’t know about?” asked 
Nimoy. 

“No — when do you want to 


_ hold ‘the press conference?” 


Jon said. 

“lt give any legitimate press 
about 15 minutes after the 
show,” Nimoy said. | began to 
wonder if | was ligitimate press. 
This man was all business. 

.He added, “Then if a few of 
you would like to go out for a 
beer afterwards it’s all right with 
me.” 

Oh, really?

By now we were afraid that 
Leonard Nimoy, TV star, was a 


stuffed shirt. He hadn't unbent .- 


toward any of us. We picked him 
up at 7 p.m. to go down to the 
Music Hall. 


“Did you. get something to 


eat?” Jon asked him. : 

_ "No, | lost an hour,” Nimoy 
answered. “| forgot the time 
change between Denver and 
Omaha.” 

Oh, great, | thought. Now we 
had a hungry stufted shirt on 
our hands. , 

Jon parked by the stage door 
and he and Nimoy slipped 
inside unnoticed. My escort and 
I went in by the front door and 
joined the SPO members near 
the front. ‘ 

The program began with the 
showing of a Star Trek episode 


— a treat for the audience, since

Star Trek reruns haven't been 
shown in Omaha for over two 
years. 

About 800 people had gath- 
ered by 8 p.m. Though com- 
posed mostly of 20-30 year oids, 
the audience ranged from a few 
young children to men and 
women in their fifties and six- 
ties. 

They were obviously hard- 
core Trekkies. A man in. his 
twenties, sitting front-row cen- 


ter, was wearing a full mock-up. 


of Mr. Spock’s uniform. 

The applause at the end of the 
film was loud, but nothing to the 
noise when Nimoy came out on 
stage. Dressed in beige turtle- 
neck sweater and grey slacks, 
he stood at the podium smiling 


while the applause died down. 


“A very emotional group of 
humans,” he began, then waited 
while the audience yelled and 
clapped at the Spockism. Ni- 
moy grinned. “limagine a few of 
you are here to-find out if my 
ears are pointed.” Much laugh- 
ter. 

Forbidden by Jon to tape the 
speech, | took most of it down 
by hand. As a result, | got very 
good notes but couldn't keep 
my eyes on the stage. 

Nimoy spoke on the continu- 
ing interest in Star Trek, which 


‘went off the air seven years ago. 


“It’s a science-fiction time,” 
he said. “We're experiencing 
many things that science- 
fiction writers wrote about long 
ago.” 

In some cities Star Trek is into 
rerun, Nimoy said. 
“Why? That's one of the ques- 
tions | get asked all the time. 

“The Star Trek characters 
formed a family. They had deep 
respect for each other, judged 
on merit. They were looking for 
asolution to the future together, 
working for the common good. 
They have survived the near- 
death of Earth together and life 


is precious. 

“Many young people wish to 
live in that time, | think,” Nimoy 
continued. “And it’s wonderful 
to think that the ‘Enterprise’ 
reaily exists and could heip us 
get to it.” 

Star Trek carried a thematic 
thrust besides being entertain- 
ing, Nimoy said. It was about 
something — dealing with the 
flaws of life. 

“The shows contain philoso- 
phical and scientific ideas that 
you can catch the second or 
third time around. People seem 
to be intensely interested in 
watching the reruns over and 
over.” 

Nimoy said that he had just 
sent to the publisher's a book on 
Star Trek and Spock called | Am 
Not Spock, in which he at- 
tempts to explain the continu- 
ing public interest in the show. 

He read several selections 
from his two books of poetry, 
which are illustrated with Ni- 
moy’s own photography. 

“It’s a refreshing thing to 
move into another field,” Nimoy 
said. “There are ample opportu-

nities to live an interesting life. 
We are surrounded by chal- 
lenge, and curiosity is the key. 
Without it life is a stagnant 
existence.” 

At this point my trusty Bic ran 
out of ink. Frantic, | whispered 
around for another and found 
one, fuckily. 4 

The speech ended with a 
question-answer — session. 
“What was your favorite 
episode? "What are your views 
on astrology?” “What do you 
think of Space: 1999?” 

“Would you fix my camera? It 
oozes,” someone asked. 

“Next question,” Nimoy repli- 
ed. “! don’t have my ears on, 
you'll have to speak up,” he told 
a questioner from the back of 
the hail. 

He ended with the traditional 
Vulcan farewell, developed by 
Nimoy for use on Star Trek: 
“Live long and prosper.” Amidst 
loud and long applause he left 
the stage and | got up to attend 
the press conference. 

Trying to take pictures as well 
as conduct an interview wasn’t

There were more questions, 
but the session was over quick- 
ly. He shook hands all around 
and we left through the stage 
door. 


| accompanied Jon Collins 
and Nimoy to the Wine Cellar 
for a drink. We expected to join 
four other peopie in a quiet tete- 
a-tete. 

And great was our surprise 
when we found the entire SPO 
board and friends waiting for us 
— about 15 people crowded 
around one large table. We sat 
down at the corner next to the 
wall. 

A waitress from the Firehouse 
Theater upstairs came over to 
greet a friend of hers. Not 
seeing Nimoy in the dark, she 
asked, “Well? You weren't inter- 
ested in seeing him, were you?” 

“Want to bet? Just try me,” 
she said seriously. 

“Weil, what would you do if he 
was sitting just four feet from 
you?” 

By this time the girl suspected 
something, and looked around 
at the rest of us. At the sight of 
Nimoy she shrieked “There he 
is!” and ran off. General laugh- 
ter. In a few minutes she came 
back to be introduced. 

She also spread the news. 
Various faces peeked around 
the corner to stare at us. A 


young man brought Nimoy a 
beer and shook his hand, intro- 
ducing himself as an old Star 
Trek fan. 

“Thank you very much,” said 
Nimoy. He added jokingly, 
“Now what about the rest of 
these people?” 

The fan looked rather hope- 
lessty around at the bunch ofus, 
but said gamely, “Sure, what's 
everybody drinking?” 

“No, no, we've already or- 
dered,” everybody said. “Thank 
you anyway,” and he moved 
away. But when our drinks 
came the waitress told us that 
he-had indeed paid forthe entire 
round. 

“It's been a long time since | 
received a ‘compliment like 
that,” Nimoy commented. 

With the show behind him 
and under the happy influences 
of a pastrami sandwich and a 
beer, our stuffed-shirt Mr. Ni- 
moy was becoming quite pleas- 
ant. With a start | suddenly 
found myself talking and laugh- 
ing quite naturally with him. 

He, Jon and | talked of politics 
(Nimoy campaigned widely for 
George McGovern in '72), phi- 
losophy and acting. He asked 
us about UNO and about our- 
selves, 

Two girls sitting to Nimoy’'s 
left, who freely admitted that 
they had never watched Star 
Trek, asked for his autograph. 
He gave them two each. 

“| need two more for my 
brother and sister,” one girl 
said. “And | need one for my 
boyfriend,” added the other. 

“You're just exploiting me, 
aren't you?” Nimoy said in 
mock indignation. He signed 
their scraps of paper with X's. 

They giggled. “Oh, come on.” 

So he signed a napkin: “(il 
never forget that night — Paul 
Newman.” 

By this time the Wine Cellar’s 
rose’ was getting to me. Seeing 
that he was tired of autographs, 
my Trekkie brain conceived the 
perfect request.

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Soccer Coach: Teacher, Psychologist; Buddy, and Teammate 2

At the end of a recent practice session, 
University of Nebraska at Omaha's Romanian- 
born soccer coach, Peter Kassay-Farkus, joked 
around with his players. Kassay-Farkus insisted 
Pete insisted that, “i'm now Hungarian .. . 
prince Viad Tepes, the impaler. “Yea,” he said, 
sporting an evil grin, “he’s my great uncle.” For 
some reason the team members listening to him 
did not think his statement was amusing. 

Pete, as he is known to the team, is, physically 
irttimidating. He is 6'2” tall, weighs 210 Ibs., has 
grey eyes, brown hair, and a strong raspy 
Romanian accent. He could easily take the title 
role in the Mary Godwin Shelley classic, Franken- 
stein. 

Actually born in Dej, Romania 35 years ago, 
Pete insisted that, “I’m .now Hungarina ... 
because of the territorial exchange after the 
Second World War.” In 1950, the Kassay-Farkus 
family moved to Connecticut, where Pele gradu- 
ated from high school in ‘58. 

Upon graduation from high school, Pete spent 
the next 11 years frequenting between Europe 
and the United States. While in Europe, he 
attended private schools, played soccer, 
“messed around, and had a good time.” 

Peter contended that he knows how to enjoy 
life. “You must enjoy it when you're young,” he 
said. “Sure everything was turned back for me 
about 5 or.6 years, but I've got what | want now. . . 
(ll never have a million.” 

The William H. Rorer Company, a pharmaceut-

' Pete is a busy man. In addition to his full- time 

job as a salesman, he is a part-time student at 
- UNO, a registered soccer referee in both Europe 

and the U.S., and coach of UNO's “part-time” 

soccer team. 

“Look!” Pete said, while pointitig to the nine 
players participating at the Thursday night 
practice, “We can’t get people to make practices.” 
According to Pete, its impossible to get all 22 
team members atthe same practice because of 
jobs, classes, and marriage. “Some guys have 
other responsibilities, so they attend when their 
able too,” he said.

Pete labels the team as “part- -time. It’s. not easy 
trying to build a program not knowing where the 
hell your going,” he said... 

Pete incorporates the same type of coaching

_ not in that kind of coaching position,” Pete said. 


“I'm here to help these guys. I’m not here to bea 
tyrant, which I could be. {ve worked with many of 
these guys for:five years, they know that what i'm 
talking about is usually right.” 

Distinguishing between club coaching and 
intercollegiate coaching, Pete explained that “the 
club coach has to, in addition to being a coach, be 
a teacher, psychologist, a buddy ... and a 
teammate.” The. conference rules under which 
the team operates states that the coach may also 
be a player. Pete has made appearances in 4 
games, and has scored two goals for the UNO 
cause. 

' Most of the players on the team are participat- 
ing for one of two reasons. Either to be involved in 


an organization, or for the fun of it. The only - 


requirements for being on the team are that the 
player must pay the club dues (which are used for 


‘the payment of officialss and-replacing equip- 


ment), and he must attend at least one of the two 
weekly practices.

Pete tries to counteract his physical appear- 
ance, which tends to steroetype him as a tough 
guy. “I’m just tryingsto be.a nice guy,” he said, 
while cursing at a Class-C high school football 
team that is trying to take-over his practice field. 

“{ think he’s an okay guy,” said Ziebarth, of his 
coach. “I've got a soft-spot in my heart for him.” 
According to Ziebarth, Pete is an emotional 


person who seems to get along well with his 


players. 

Sophomore forward John Roccaforte agrees 
with Ziebarth, but added, “Some guys kind of 
resent him sometimes because he’s a player~- 
coach. But he’s helped me with my career.” 

When dealing with referees however, Peter 
Kassay-~Farkus can be very daunting. “What he 
does is yelt a fot,” said Roccaforte. 

. Pete has been kicked-off of the field once in his 
career, and that event came last year When his 
squad played in a tournament in Kansas City, 
Missouri. After being sent off the field, the referee
